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1. Several Chinese vovuth snd student organizations were represented in the 
audience at the Soviet Club lecture "Soviet Youth and Its Education" held 
26 August 1948, The ‘ientsin Consulate officials were also present amd 
after the lecture Titer told the group that they should prepare to defend 
their own rishts and those of humanity at large under any situation which 
micht arise oubside tie Soviet Union. 


2, <A special school has been established for the political education of the 
Tientsin Soviet yours people of both sexes. Classes are held each day from 
8 to 9 a.m., with S/niak, Seleznev, and Paramonov as lecturers. 


3. During the month c’ September the Tientsin Soviet community will be divided 
into groups with specially appointed leaders. Directed by Yershov of the 
Consulate, these :roups will guide Soviet activities during the anticipated 
occupation of Neyth China by the Chinese Communists; at that time the Soviet 
Consulate and ojcicial organizations will assume a neutral position until 
receipt of ordy’s. These groups have been instructed to report to their 
leaders all tirir social and business connections with the emigres. In view 
of the curren? renunciations of Soviet passports, Yershov is encouraging the 
groups to trvit the emigres in a friendly manner, saying that the Consulai 
has retained their original applications for Soviet citizenship and that 
therefore 41e emigres have in no way lost their Soviet citizenship. 


4o At an Augrst meeting of the Tientsin Sovaktiv (Soviet activist organization) 
Yershov sated that repatriation plans have been temporarily suspended, but 
that thez2 still exists the possibility of transferring Soviet citizens to 
Manchur?,., where their services may be required. Varfolomeyev, of Torgpred~ 
stvo, if a convarsation with Sinlek remarked that soo. large numbers of 
civilia: workers will be required in Manchuria by Soviet forces. 


5s Altho:zh Titov is acting consul, the duties of the consul are being performed 
by Yershov. Yershov also handles the administration of finances and the 
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staff of the Tinntsin Soviet Consulate. Uses is in charge of all technical equip 
mente Markov manages the premises and household affairs. Zorin and Dodov are 
charge of ali documents and coding work. 
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
